I hereby transmit a request that the Cook County Board of Commissioners enter into a contract with 
Susan J. White & Associates, Inc. (SJWA), 1020 North Fairfax Street, Alexandria, Virginia, to provide 
federal government relations consulting services to Cook County. Compensation for these services shall 
be at a rate of $- 5,000.00 6.250.00 per month and include reimbursement of expenses not to exceed

The scope of the services shall include but are not limited to leading and coordinating services in relation 
to federal initiatives regarding health care, welfare and immigration reform, federal crime legislation and 
regulatory concerns.

In order to prevent the costs 
that would be involved in botli setting up these services with another vendor and educating 
that vendor about the Internet needs of the Assessor’s Office, the Assessor’s Office wishes to 
enter into a sole source contract with Verio Chicago. Because Internet Access and Web 
Hosting are ongoing efforts, it is important that the delivery of these services not be 
interrupted. This is particularly important because of the interactive search portion of the 
Assessor’s site, which allows residential taxpayers to look up important assessment data 
about their own, and neighboring properties. Any break in this service could create a 
problem for taxpayers who rely on the Assessor’s web site to find critical information for 
filing appeals on their assessments. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $15,600.00. Contract period: July 3, 2000 through February 3, 2001. (040-260 

Account). Requisition No. 00400024.

During the excavation of the driveway, the portable oxygen cylinders permitted the Hospital to shut 
off the oxygen and replace the stressed pipes. 

BioMedical Electronic Services and Technologies is the only known source that provides a large quantity 
of portable oxygen tanks on an emergency basis.

The Cook County Recorder of Deeds is hereby authorized to provide a photocopier for customers' use, 
and to charge a fee of $.25 per copy. 

This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately upon passage by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners.

CLAIM FOR DAMAGES 

Transmitting a Communication, dated April 3, 2000 from 
EUGENE “GENE” MOORE, Recorder of Deeds 

The Recorder of Deeds has received a claim for damages pursuant to Section 101 of the Registered Titles 
(Torrens) Act (765 ILCS 35/101). The Torrens Act states: 

“Any person sustaining loss or damages through any omission, mistake or 
misfeasance of the registrar, any examiner of titles...shall have a right of action for 
damages thus sustained against the county in which such land shall be registered, and 
may file a claim with the county board...” Also 765 ILCS 35/102 permits for an 
Indemnity Fund for “claims allowed against the county for loss or damages 
aforesaid...That no claim for such loss or damages shall be allowed unless upon the 
recommendation of the registrar who shall be in office at the time the claim shall be 
allowed. The county board shall grant or deny such claims in whole or in part....” 

In the judgment of foreclosure the circuit court ruled that the Registrar of Titles accepted 1/2 of a forged 
signature on a Deed into Trust in document number LR 3861078. 

The court has also determined that Parkway Bank and Trust Company is entitled to $187,125.93 from the 
proceeds of the sale. The judgment of foreclosure was for $690,123.18 less the amount that Parkway 
Bank received leaves a balance of $502,997.25. The Registrar of Titles is liable for 1/2 of that amount 
which is $251,498.62. 
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Attorney Leon Wexler who represents Parkway Bank and Trust Company will accept $250,000.00 to 
settle the claim. This amount is less than the Registrar’s Office liability so the Registrar recommends the 
settlement of this claim for said amount. 

Therefore, the Recorder of Deeds approves the claim for Parkway Bank and Trust Company in the 
amount of $250,000.00 and recommends that the Board of County Commissioners grant the claim. 


Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved that the request of the Recorder of 
Deeds be approved. The motion carried unanimously.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 

WHEREAS, there exists a national debate on the issue of whether and how to collect sales and use taxes 
on remote sales transactions such as those which occur over the Internet, telephone or via mail; and 

WHEREAS, out-of-state merchants who conduct sales via the Internet, mail order and telephone are not 
currently required by law to collect sales and use taxes imposed by state and local governments, and 

WHEREAS, Congress enacted a moratorium on the imposition of sales and use taxes on interstate sales 
over the Internet and established an Advisory Commission on Electronic Commerce (“the Commission”) 
charged with making recommendations to Congress on federal, state, local, and international taxation and 
tariffs on transactions using the Internet and Internet Access; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission’s final report was submitted to Congress on April 12, 2000. Of particular 
note are the recommendations to Congress proposed by a majority of the members of the Commission, 
but which failed to receive the affirmative support of the 2/3 super majority required by the Congressional 
charge. The Commission’s majority report makes several significant recommendations including: 

• Repeal of the federal three-percent excise tax on telecommunications services; and 

• Simplification of state and local sales and use tax systems; and 

• Permanent prohibition on states and localities from taxing Internet access subscription charges; 
and 

• Extension of the Internet Taxation moratorium legislated by Congress which is set to expire 
October 2001; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission’s majority report, in addition to failing to receive the required 2/3 
affirmative vote, fails to advise Congress of the concerns and recommendations made by the minority, 
including the need to proceed cautiously to protect sales tax revenue sources for state and local 
governments, and to extend the moratorium only until the tax simplification study which is currently 
underway can be completed; and 
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WHEREAS a significant national coalition, including the National Association of Counties, National 
Governor’s Association, and National Conference of State Legislatures, is working to develop model 
legislation for a simplified sales tax administration and collection plan that would facilitate collection of 
sales taxes from Internet sellers and other out-of-state parties using 21st Century technology with 
simplified definitions, tax rates and tax bases, w hile removing many of the administrative burdens from 
retailers; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Legislature recently passed SB 1682, which provides that the Illinois Department 
of Revenue shall enter into discussions with other states regarding development of a multi-state, 
voluntary, streamlined system for sales and use tax collection and administration, and authorizes the 
Department to participate in a pilot project with other states and selected businesses to test such a 
proposed system; and 

WHEREAS, a recent University of Tennessee study estimates that the loss of state sales tax revenue due 
to untaxed remote sales in 2003 alone, will exceed $10 billion, and 

WHEREAS, increasing sales on the Internet and through other remote means, and the resulting erosion of 
sales and use tax revenues, will limit the ability of state and local governments to finance essential public 
services such as public safety and health care; and 

WHEREAS, according to a poll by the National Association of Counties and US Conference of Mayors 
released in December 1999, 72% of Americans surveyed say that it is unfair that local businesses and 
“Main Street” retailers must collect sales taxes while out-of-state Internet retailers do not; and 

WHEREAS the United States Congress will soon consider legislation based upon the Commission’s 
recommendations. Of paramount concern to Cook County, Illinois is the recommendation calling for 
extension of the moratorium on taxation of Internet transactions w ithout regard to efforts to simplify state 
and local sales and use taxation. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1. The Cook County Board of Commissioners supports efforts to develop model laws providing 
for simplified administration and enforcement of state and local sales and use tax collections, 
and urges the expeditious completion of this project. 

2. The Cook County' Board of Commissioners urges the United States Congress to defeat 
legislation extending the moratorium beyond its current sunset of October 2001; or in the 
alternative, to extend the moratorium only for a brief period of time linked to the 
implementation of model laws being developed to simplify the administration and 
enforcement of state and local sales and use taxes. 

3. That a suitable copy of this Resolution be submitted to Congressional leaders and to all 
members of Congress representing districts in Cook County, Illinois.

WHEREAS, in 1895 the Japanese gained control of Korea, and they made it part of Japan in 1910. The 
United States/Soviet advancement onto Japan brought their forces into Korea, the difference between the 
two occupying countries’ political systems initiated the sparks that would cause the impending conflict; and 
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WHEREAS, on August 9, 1945, Soviet forces invade Manchuria and oust Japanese occupation forces. 
On August 15, 1945, an agreement divides Korea into United States and Soviet occupation zones along 
the 38th parallel. The Soviets held the north and the United States the south; and 

WHEREAS, 1948 marked the turnover of United States political reign to the Koreans, formal 
governments were founded in the North and the South, between the periods of 1948-1950 troops from 
both the North and the South clash near the border several times; and 

WHEREAS, on the early morning of June 25, 1950 the North Korean People’s Army under General Chai 
Ung Jun, invades South Korea with seven assault infantry divisions, a tank brigade and two independent 
infantry regiments; and 

WHEREAS, the United Nations Security Council resolution calls for an end to the North Korean 
aggression. The resolution passes only because the Soviet Union had boycotted that particular meeting. 
The UN asks member nations to aid the Republic of Korea, thus President Harry S. Truman orders U.S. 
air and naval forces to help South Korea; and 

WHEREAS, on June 28-29, 1950, Seoul was captured by the North Koreans, and the Republic of Korea' 
army is destroyed. On June 30, 1950, President Truman orders U.S. ground troops into Korea and 
authorizes the bombing of North Korea by the U.S. Air Force. On July 1, 1950, General William F. Dean 
is Commander in Korea as the first U.S. troops (24th Infantry Division) arrive; and 

WHEREAS, on July 7, 1950, the United Nations creates the UN command under General Douglas 
MacArthur, who is appointed by the U.S., the months of July and August see attacks, retreats and 
counter-attacks by the allied forces and the communist forces; and 

WHEREAS, on September 26, 1950, General MacArthur announces the capture of Seoul. On October 2, 
1950, Chinese Premier Zhou Enlai summons the Indian ambassador, Pannikar, to tell the U.S. that if they 
pursue past the 38th parallel China will become involved in the war; and 

WHEREAS, on October 13, 1950, the Red Chinese People’s Liberation Army enters Korea, on 
November 5, 1950, General MacArthur orders the bombing of the Korean ends of the Yalu bridges, as 
well all factories, lines of communication, cities, villages between U.N. lines and the Yalu River, and on 
November 24, 1950, MacArthur’s final “Home for Christmas” offensive begins; and 

WHEREAS, 1951 involved campaigns and heavy losses on both sides, peace was looking to be a valid 
option, the fighting did continue between both sides, but with less furor than at the outset of the war. 
Tenuous peace talks even broke out at the end of the year; and 

WHEREAS, on January 3, 1951, Red Chinese forces and Northern Korean forces begin the New Year’s 
Offensive by attacking Seoul, on January 4, 1951, Seoul is, yet again, recaptured by the North Koreans. 
On March 1, the UN line reaches between the 37th and 38th parallels; and 

WHEREAS, on April 11. 1951, General MacArthur is removed by President Truman for 
insubordination, General Ridgeway is given command of FECOM. Truce talks begin on July 10 at 
Kaesong while the fighting still continues; and 

WHEREAS, 1952 saw the winding down of the war with truces and POW exchanges playing the most 
prominent part in the winding down of the stalemated war, although there was still fighting, it had no 
effect on the final land holdings of either party; and 
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WHEREAS, the last week of March to April 19, 1953, the Battles of Old Baldy, Eerie and Pork Chop 
Hill all take place, and later full plenary talks resume at Panmunjon with the rest of the sick and wounded 
POW’s being exchanged by both sides; and 

WHEREAS, on July 27, 1953 the cease fire is signed by Lieutenant General Nam II and Lieutenant 
General William Harrison at 10:00 a.m. at Panmunjom, twelve hours later all fighting ceases. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Board of Commissioners does 
hereby salute the memory of the United States Servicemen who fought and died during the Korean War, 
and so honors the 50th Anniversary of the sacrifices made by these servicemen to make the world a safer 
place to live.

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WHEREAS, from all over Europe, Jews were rounded up and sealed in ghettos and slave labor camps 
before being shipped off to concentration camps to work and eventually be killed. One survivor 
described life in a concentration camp as, “We did not live, we existed. That’s all it was”, and 

WHEREAS, the names of Auschwitz, Dachau, Treblinka and Bergen-Belsen are forever etched in the 
memories of the survivors of these camps and in the minds of all humankind for the systematic manner in 
which millions of people were stripped of humanity and dignity, and

discovered the extent of the Nazi’s depravity when the camps were liberated, and 

WHEREAS. not all was lost during the Holocaust, from the ashes of all those who perished, a
